Campaign Into 


Taft Country

ABOARD TRUMAN TRAIN (if)— 
President Truman took his cam­ 
paign special stright into the heart 
of the Taft country today. 
He was a little tired, a little 
hoarse after five weeks of stump­ 
ing the nation for Adlai Stevenson. 
But he had plenty of ammunition 
stored up for Ohio—home state of 
his favorite political enemy, Re­ 
publican Sen. Robert A. Taft. 
Many Seats Vacant 
Police and fire officials agreed 
that there were about 2,000 vacant 
seats in the Michigan State Fair 
Coliseum, which seats 8,200, when 
Truman replied to GOP charges 
that Stevenson would only 
con­ 
tinue present administration poli­ 
cies. 
If the President was on the de­ 
fensive here, it was only for the 
moment. 
His Detroit speech added up to 
a firm, even fervent expression of 
faith in what he regards as the 
three main accomplishments of his 
almost eight years in the White i 
House — progress 
toward 
peace, j 
general prosperity and civil rights j 
for everybody. 
Truman hit hardest on the peace 
issue, on the conflict between the 
Communist bloc and the Western 
world. 
Old Guard No Help 
"I think,” he said, “we are now 
reaching a turning point in this

SEATTLE UP — Internal Revenue 
Commissioner John Dunlap denied 
here early today that he ever had 
been subpoenaed by a House judi­ 
ciary subcommittee in Washington 
Which is investigating tax irregu­ 
larities. 
Dunlap, here to attend installa­ 
tion of new tax officials today, 
said “I never have received a sub­ 
poena on any subject. It is a com­ 
plete misstatement. We have given 
them IOO per cent co-operation and 
we will continue to do so. I won’t 
make any other comment.” 
Dunlap was answering charges 
of Chairman King (D-Calif) and 
Rep. Kean of New Jersey, ranking 
Republican member of the sub­ 
committee, that he had refused to 
appear at a subcommittee meeting 
when the subpoena deadline ex­ 
pired Wednesday afternoon. 
The committee has ordered a 
probe of possible political pressure 
in the government’s settlement of 
a 
five million dollar tax 
case 
against the late movie magnate 
William Fox for $295,000. 
"Mr. Fox died in 1941 and I 
have been in office 
15 months, 
Dunlap commented, ‘‘and we fired 
revenue agent Adrian H. Ash after 
we learned Fox’s motion picture 
firm had flown Ash’s wife to Cal­ 
ifornia.”

Most people 
who 
think about this at all have 
some 
vague 
idea that medical ethics is a set of 
rules 
establi hed by the medical 
profession 
to 
protect the doctors and confuse the pub­ 
lic. 
Actually, medical ethics is a code ol be­ 
havior which physicians 
have developed 
them elves to improve their dealings whth 
tie ii patients and with other doctors. The 
origin of this code lies in the famous Oath 
n! Hippocrates which I wish I could quote 
in full. 
However, contrary to what many 
peo­ 
ple believe, the code of ethics has been 
modified reneatedly because of changing 
conditions of society. 
The opt nmg section ol the present code 
ol ethics states: "A profession has for its 
prime object the service it can render to 
humanity; reward or financial gain should 
be a 
ubordinate consideration. The prac­ 
tice of medicine is a profession. In choos­ 
ing this profession an individual assumes 
an obligation to conduct himself in accord 
with its ideals.” 
A lew points about “ethics” are parti­ 
cularly bothersome to 
patients. 
One 
of 
these arises when a patient or a patient’s 
family wisher to change physicians. 
Such a change is at all times tile privil­ 
ege cf the patient; the only thing that the 
patient or the family need to do in order 
to make a change during the course of an 
lunets* is to notify the physician in charge 
that another physician is to ba called in in 
hic place. 
0 


ll should be obvious that if this is not 
done a great deal of confusion and bad 
feeling is likely to arise. 
A second thing which seems to bother 
many people is the question of consulta­ 
tion. The code of ethics states 
that: 
“In 
serious illness, especially in doubtful 
or 
difficult conditions, the physician should 
request 
consultations.” 
This 
is 
clear 
enough, and the patient, too, can ask the 
attending physician for a consultation by 
another physician. 
A final point which conies up occasion­ 
ally, and W'hich this column has been ask­ 
ed, is whether there is any way by which 
a patient who feels he has not been prop­ 
erly treated, has been overcharged, or is 
otherwise dissatisfied, can ask for review 
of the conduct of the physician. 
COMPLAINTS ARE REVIEWED 
in a large num ber of places this is now 
possible since a goodly number of county 
and state medical societies 
have 
set 
up 
committees to hear complaints of this "ort. 
Such committees 
have 
accomplished 
a 
great deal of good, and I am glad to say 
that most of them have not had too much 
to do. 
Since physicians, like patients, are hu­ 
man beings, and since the human bony is 
a complicated organism, there will always 
be some 
unfortunate 
experiences 
with 
mtcidal care and more misunderstandings. 
However, it seems beyond question that 
the principles of medical ethics havve been

WASHINGTON—In sun-seared 
valleys of a river that never reach­ 
es the sea, American dam builders 
are helping the one-tim e “Secret 
Kingdom” of Afghanistan reclaim 
and ancient gardenland. 
A huge irrigation project, be­ 
gun six years ago, is nearing com­ 
pletion along the Helmand River 
and a tributary, the Arghandab, in 
the barren 
rocky 
foothills 
of 
southern Afghanistan, the Nation­ 
al Geographic Society says. 
To aid in settling pastoral fam­ 
ilies on the newly reclaimed land, 
a team of American agricultural 
experts will take part in joint de­ 
velopm ent of the Helmand Valley. 
The project is sponsored 
by 
the 
forward-looking government 
of 
Afghanistan, the United Nations 
and the Point Four technical as­ 
sistance program of the 
United 
States. 
Asian Battleground 
The reclamation project follows 
guideposts of forgotten centuries. 
Where earth and concrete dams, 
irrigation canals and ditches ap­ 
pear today, similar systems once 
watered fertile fields of empires 
that were old when 
Darius 
and 
Alexander, 
Genghis 
Khan 
and 
Timur the Lame merched across 
this battleground of Central Asia. 
The Heland River may once 
have been the rival of the Nile, 
the Tigris and the Euphrates as a 
seat of early civilization. Along 
its lower course, the ruins of great 
cities of 
medieval 
Islam 
rise 
starkly from windblown wastes of 
the Dasht-i-M argo, the “Desert of 
Death.” There is evidence of cul­ 
ture far older. 
The desert river flows past signs 
of irrigation and cultivation reach­ 
ing back to 
prehistoric 
times. 
What happened in many cases is 
not known. The river may have 
shifted its course as countless riv­ 
ers have done. Diminishing rain­ 
fall may have dried 
wells 
and 
subterranean channels. Agricul­ 
tural peoples may have fled be- 
ford the legions of conquest. 
Today, from mountains to des­ 
ert, the winding 
streams 
which 
feed the Helmand 
flow 
through 
virtually barren hiterland 
where 
nomads live in tents of black goat 
hair and wrest a meager living 
from the hot* dusty hills. 
River Disappears 
Passing through the deserts to 
the south, the river barely reach­ 
es the Iranian border before it dis­ 
appears. It empties not into the 
sea but into the great Seistan de­ 
pression, a little-explored region 
of reeds and swamps swept by 
howling winds that blow continu­ 
ously for months at a time. 
Kandahar, trading center and 
way stop on an age-old caravan 
route to India, is the only major 
city in the Helmand watershed. 
Three dams have been built in the 
Kandahar region, tied together by 
laterals and interlocking irriga­ 
tion channels. 
Afghanistan is still a land with­ 
out a railroad, but in many ways 
it is catching up with the centur­ 
ies in which all foreign influence 
and progress were rigidly exclud­ 
ed. Today, camel transport is giv­ 
ing way to trucks on new high­ 
ways through the hinterland. Fac­ 
tories are being built, and new 
schools opened. The secret king­ 
dom will be secret no more.

No Korean Veterans 
Two instructors, Guy Williams 
and Robert Schaller, teach the 
veterans, who meet once a week 
at Escanaba Senior High school for 
a 4-hour class. 
Instructors visit 
each farm every two weeks for 
individual instruction and aid. 
Most trainees are self-proprie­ 
tors, and have made considerable 
improvement on their farms. Two 
of the current student group are 
employees of other farm ers and 
are studying farm management. 
To date, no Korean veterans 
have sought on-the-larm training 
in Delta County. 
The procedure 
under the GI bill for Korean vet­ 
erans is different, however, in that 
students 
receive 
their 
tuition 
money and pay the institutions. 
Built Up Soils 
“Seventy-five to 80 per cent 
of the men enrolled for on-the- 
farm training were good coopera­ 
tors,” Guy Williams, one of the 
instructors, has observed. 
Most veterans had to build up 
farmlands, which were easily ex­ 
hausted because soils in this area 
are shallow, and also had to im­ 
prove herds by culling and breed­ 
ing, Williams, 
a 
University 
of 
Wisconsin graduate, points out. 
Soil testers were available tor 
veterans taking farm training, and 
through these they were able to 
determine what mineral elements 
and fertilizers were needed. 
Because the natural fertility of 
the soils was down. the quality 
of the feed supply was similarly 
affected, and animals were not 
getting proper feed, the instructor 
notes. 
\ 
Cobalt Deficiency 
Williams, who states the train­ 
ees are interested in top produc­ 
tion from herds and lands, tells 
an interesting story of a veteran 
who had trouble w ith a cow. 
The veteran, Walter Nelson, ot 
Rapid River, Route One, noticed 
that a yearling heifer in his herd 
was “staggering.” In class, he had 
learned of experiments at Mich­ 
igan State College which showed 
animals sometimes behaved that 
way from a mineral deficiency. 
Nelson diagnosed that his cow 1 
had a cobalt deficiency and h u r­ 
ried to buy a bottle. 
He gave the 
heifer half of the cobalt and she 
was well. 
The same animal now is one ot 
the top producers in his herd, with 
an average yield of over 44 pounds j 
of butterfat per month. 
Four-Year Rotation 
Nelson, who was one of tin top 
students in the farm training pro­ 
gram, has increased his butterfat 
production from an average per 
cow' of 310 pounds per yeai to 
m ore than 350 pounds per yeai in 
a five year period. 
He has one 
cow 
which 
produces 
over 
450 
pounds of butterfat per year and 
a three-y ea i-old w hich gives 80.7 
pounds of butterfat monthly. In 
full production he ships about 60 
gallons of milk daily, from 
12 
cows. 
N elson’s grain and hay produc­ 
tion figures also have climbed. : 
W hen he started tilling his fa th- | 


crops, 
planting 
grain 
one year, hay two years and pas­

His hay

Purebred Guernseys 
In addition to working with the 
land and herd, Nelson has remod­ 
eled buildings on the farm, which 
he purchased early this year from 
his father, Peter Nelson. 
He re­ 
modeled the barn in 
1947, and 
three years ago built a milk house. 
He now is building a granery and 
shed. 
* 
Nelson, who served 32 months 
with the artillery of the atli and 
7th armies in Africa, Italy, France 
Belgium and G erm any in World 
War II, completed 
his 
training 
this year. 
Another Rapid 
River 
farmer 
who has earned high regard from 
agriculture instructors and veter­ 
an farmers is Everett Wils, who 
farms a 160-acre ti act. Wils, who 
married a Polish refugee he met 
in an American hospital in France, 
likes purebred cattle and now has 
a herd of 22 head. 
He has 12 
milk cows, all but five of which 
are purebred Guernseys. 
Rains Damage Grain 
Wils, who now is building a 
machine shed, started with two 
cow's and a “broken down Model 
A” after working in a Gladstone 
mill. 
His farm was “rundown,” 
and, 
before 
he

much, it was necessary to remodel 
an old barn. 
He plans to build a 
new barn, 
and 
to 
obtain more 
land. He now' rents 25 acres in 
addition to his own farmlands, 
and next year plans to rent more. 
He also plans to “clear” more land 
for tilling. 
His hay yield this summer will 
provide enough hay for stock this 
winter. 
His grain production was

SINGAPORE (lf\ — Relentless po­ 
lice raids on illegal opium dens in 
this British colony have forced ad­ 
dicts to come into the open and 
appeal for government distribution 
of the drug. 
Truckloads of police swoop sev­ 
eral times a night on some of the 
estimated 2,000 dens in Chinatown 
and along the waterfront and river­ 
side districts. 
Hundreds Jailed 
Since the campaign began last 
July, more than 550 persons have 
been charged before the courts and 
333 have been jailed for smoking, 
running dens and trafficking in the 
drug. Smokers get sentences of 
two weeks imprisonment, the den- 
keepers and smugglers six months. 
The addicts, under the name of 
the “Opium Smokers Association,” 
appealed to Gov. John F. Nicoll 
to reintroduce legal opium distri­ 
bution in the name of “humanity 
and m ercy.” The petition added: 
“The millions that opium brought 
to the government’s coffers before 
the war now seeps underground 
into the pockets of smugglers.” 
Rations Unlikely 
A legislative councillor, Dr. C. 
J. Paglar, asked the government 
to consider registering the 
esti­ 
mated 
80,000 
addicts 
here 
and 
rationing the drug to them on a 
diminishing scale. 
There is not much likelihood the 
Singapore government will consid­ 
er seriously either suggestion. The 
colonial secretary, W. L. Blythe, 
made this statement:

You can’t just sit back and wait 
to have people ask 
you 
to 
be 
friends. The trouble with the girl 
who wrote this letter is that she 
isn’t doing her share: 
(Q) "I’m very lonely. I get 
plenty of chances to correct this 
but I back away. Why? Because 
I’m afraid. I live in a town but 
don’t participate in its activities. 
I go to a school in another town 
which is hard to get to. So I 
don’t have any girl friends from 
either town. Please help me in 
this difficult problem.” 
(A) This is a problem you will 
have to solve yourself. I can give 
you some suggestions but working 
them out will be your own job. 
In the first place, is it neces­ 
sary to go to school in another 
town? Isn’t there a school at home 
you could attend? What do the 
other girls your age do about 
their schooling? 
If the town where you attend 


school is hard to get to* It means 
you’ll miss doing things with your 
classmates after school, over week­ 
ends, or during holidays. You can’t 
"belong.” 
In your own town, yon can’t 
“belong” either, 
because 
you’re 
not in school with other girls your 
age. They have their circle friends, 
made up from their classmates. 
Think seriously about this prob­ 
lem and then try to make arrange­ 
ments to change schools.

Then, after you change, go out 
of your way to win friends. In­ 
vite the girls to your home, sug­ 
gest activities they will enjoy, and 
tawke an active part in school af­ 
fairs.

NEW YORK OB—Incensed at be­ 
ing m ade w hat they consider the 
scapegoat, the New York Yankees 
today were form ulating their plans 
on the new w aiver rule, which ap­ 
parently was aimed squarely at 
them. 
It is an anti-waiver legislation 
that will m ake it m andatory for 
a team to obtain waivers on a 
player from both m ajor leagues 
after July 31. The present rule re­ 
quires that a team obtain waivers 
only from its own league. 
For

past 
four years 
the 
Yanks have gotten players from 
the National League after July 31 
who have helped them iii their pen­ 
nant drives. There was 
Johnny 
Mize in 1949, Johnny Hopp in 1950, 
Johnny Sain in 1951 and 
Ewell 
Blackwell this year. 
Need Majority 
For the rule to become official, 
a m ajority of the clubs must vote 
in favor of the legislation at the 
winter 
m eetings 
next 
month 
in 
Phoenix President Dan Topping of 
the Yanks has said that he would 
favor the new rule, but judging 
by the statem ents issued by Gen­ 
eral M anager George Weiss, Top­ 
ping m ay change his mind. 
The minor leagues, which m eet 
in Phoenix starting Dec. I, aiso 


have to okay it, and it is highly 
possible that if the Yanks decide 
to oppose it, they could gather 
enough strenghth to defeat 
the 
m easure. 
Weiss contended that the Yanks 
had been “ cast in a bad light 
despite the fact that they have 
never obtained a ball player by 
going behind or beyond the rules 
of baseball.” 
Will Obey Rules 
“ The Yankees always have lived 
by the rules passed at the m ajor 
league m eetings, and we will live 
by any rules passed at the next 
one.” said Weiss. 
Weiss said that the Cleveland 
Indians purchased three players on 
w aivers from the National League 
—shortstop George Strickland, out­ 
fielder Wally W estlake and pitcher 
Ted Wilks. Furtherm ore, he said, 
“ two of the three players could 
have been purchased by the Yanks, 
but we passed them up.” 
He also said that the Indians, 
along with all the other Am erican 
League clubs, waived on Boston 
Red Sox pitcher Ray Scarborough, 
who won five gam es for the Yanks. 
‘‘W ere those five victories trans­ 
ferred to the Indians,” Weiss com­ 
mented. 
“Cleveland 
m ight have 
been champion.”
